Ballots With Democrats. 


BOSS ALDRIDGE WAS DEFEATED |, 


For First Time in Twenty Years the 


Thirty-Second New York Sends a 
Democrat to Congress—Remarka- 
ble Campaign, 


Rochester, N. K—More than 16,000 
yoters of Monroe county bave chang- 
ed from the repudlican column to the 
democratic and elected the first demo- 
cratic congressmman that has repre- 
sented the thirty-second district in 
twenty years, James 8, Havens, a 
democrat, running en a terif reform 
platform, defeated George W. Ald- 
ridge, for a score of years the ruler 
of the county republican organization, 
by 5,900 votes. 

Monroe county, which comprises 
tho thirty-second congressional dis- 
trict, is normally republican by about 
6,000, James B, Perkins, whose death 
in the middle of hig thid congres- 
sional term, necessitated a special 
election, carried the district in 1908 
by 10,167 votes. 

Havens had arrayed against him 
one of the strongest political organl- 
zations in the state. Yet, in a cam- 
paign lasting but seventeen days and 
with hastily constructed muttihinery, 
he accomplished one of the most re- 
markable overturns {n political Als- 
tory.
